RECOMMENDATIONS FROM COMMUNITY GATHERINGS

MAIN RECOMMENDATIONS:

Increase the level of information of citizens on available legal mechanism that could be
used to realize their rights

Greater information of citizens about free legal aid and services that can be obtained in
this way

Citizens need to be better informed about their rights to access justice services and to be
provided with opportunities to exercise these rights

Advantages of the mediation as a mean to realize property rights and other civil contests
that would speed up the resolution of cases

Greater inter-institutional cooperation that would increase the trust of citizens in justice
system
